Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen 


I  present  my  Report  for  the  year  ended.  31  st  December, 
1965*  together  with  that  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 


The  Vital  Statistics  regarding  Births  and  Deaths  in  the 
Rural  District  during  the  year  do  not  differ  materially  from 
the  rates  which  apply  to  the  County  as  a  whole.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  of  the  391  deaths  recorded  303  were 
aged  65  years  or  more  and  192  were  over  75  years. 
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is  noteworthy  that  with  the  exception  of  the  341  cases  of 
Measles  -  an  increase  of  2-30  on  the  previous  year  -  the  only 
notification  received  was  in  respect  of  one  case  of  Pneumonia 
and  one  of  /hooping  Cough.  Five  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
were  reported.  No  cases  of  Smallpox,  Diphtheria,  Tetanus, 
Typhoid,  Para-typhoid,  or  Poliomyelitis,  were  notified,. 

These  figures  would  have  been  regarded  as  incredible  if 
reported  only  fifteen  to  twenty  years  ago.  The  only  danger 
is  that  they  might  lead  to  a  state  of  complacency.  These 
Infectious  Diseases  are  still  potentially  very  dangerous,  and 
for  many  years  to  come  children  will  have  to  receive 
protection  by  the  appropriate  vaccination  and  immunisation* 


It  will  be  observed  from  the  Report  regarding  the  age  at 
death,  that  the  average  age  of  death  in  a  female  is  over  six 
years  higher  than  that  for  a  male.  These  figures  give  a 
very  definite  lead  in  the  requirements  which  have  to  be 
provided  in  respect  of  housing  and  of  'welfare  accommodation 
for  the  aged.  Not  only  does  the  female  live  for  six  or  seven 
years  longer  than  her  partner,  but  it  must  be  remembered  also 


that  a  husband  is  most  usually  a  few  years  older  than  his 
wife.  Prom  this  it  is  apparent  that  there  must  always  be  a 
very  large  and  ever  increasing  number  of  aged  widows  in  the 
population*  and  it  is  obvious  that  if  the  housing  needs  of 
these  persons  is  to  be  met*  then  the  prominent  need  is  for 
single  room  flatlets*  and  also  for  an  acceptance  of  the  fact 
that  it  is  essential  not  only  from  the  point  of  view  of  the 
housing  authorities*  but  also  for  the  benefit  of  the  aged 
persons*  that  they  should  agree  to  move  to  smaller  accommo¬ 
dation  as  and  when  this  becomes  appropriate  to  their  needs. 

Critism  will  of  course  be  made  to  the  effect  that  a 
person  should  not  be  forced  to  move  from  his  or  her  home.  To 
an  extent  I  accept  this  critism*  but  my  experience  in  having 
to  move  persons  forcibly  under  the  National  Assistance  Act* 
has  led  me  to  believe  that  compulsion  is  in  fact  not  resented 
but  in  many  cases  is  even  appreciated*  once  the  move  has* 
in  fact*  taxen  place. 

A  general  acceptance  of  this  principle  would*  of  course* 
free  a  large  number  of  houses  for  the  younger  persons  and  the 
younger  families*  and  would  lead  to  the  greatest  possible 
and  most  economic  usage  of  the  houses  available  within  the 
district. 

Another  difficulty  which  is  constantly  arising  in  the 
allocation  of  adequate  welfare  or  hospital  accommodation 
for  aged  persons*  is  the  intermediate  case  which  is  not 
requiring  a  hospital  bed*  and  is  yet  considered  unsuitable 
by  the  welfare  authorities  to  be  admitted  to  a  welfare  home. 
These  unfortunate  persons  can*  on  occasion*  be  subject  to 
considerable  delay  in  finding  the  appropriate  bed  and  until 
such  time  a  the  two  services  are  much  more  closely  inte¬ 
grated  than  they  are  at  present*  there  will*  inevitably* 
be  difficulty. 

This  problem  is  of  course  very  well  known*  but  nevertheless 
is  allowed  to  continue  to  the  detriment  of  many  aged  persons. 

In  my  Annual  Report  of  two  year’s  ago*  I  commented  on 
some  of  the  unsatisfactory  sewerage  disposal  plants  in  the 
Rural  District*  and  pointed  out  that  many  of  these  plants 
had  become  overloaded  with  a  corresponding  impairment  of 
ef f iciency. 

Consequent  to  my  Report*  the  Council  drew  up  a  list  of 
projects  and  instructions  were  given  for  the  more  urgent  of 
these  schemes  to  be  commenced.  I  also  pointed  out  in  my 
Report  of  September*  1 96U9  that  ,fvery  long  periods  of  time 
elapse  between  the  consideration  of  a  new  sewerage  scheme 
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unfort  unately, 


and  its  completion”.  This  statement  has, 
been  proved  to  be  true. 

My  Report  also  suggested  that  "From  the  Rural  District 
point  of  view,  much  would  be  gained  if  this  service  were  to 
be  taken  over  by  a  Regional  Drainage  Board ,  or  better  still 
that  the  South  west  Devon  Water  Board  should  increase  its 
scope  by  undertaking  both  of  these  essential  services. " 

This  suggestion  received  very  little  support ,  but  I  am 
still  of  the  opinion  that  some  such  Scheme  will  eventually 
prove  necessary. 

I  should  like  to  thank,  once  again,  the  Chairman, 
Councillors,  and  all  members  of  the  staff  for  the  help  and 
co-operation  received.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  administration  of  the  Department 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1965- 

The  necessaiy  Tables  and  Statistics  required  by  the  Ministries  of 
Labour,  Housing  and  Local  Government,  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
are.  included  in  the  report. 

The  many  and  varied  duties  for  which  the  Department  is  responsible 
have  been  carried  out  with  the  best  possible  attention,  and  reasonable 
progress  can  be  reported  in  the  spheres  of  Housing,  Food  Hygiene,  Meat 
Inspection  and  Slaughterhouses,  Offices  and  Shops,  Caravan  and  Camping 
Sites , 

Emphasis  has  been  placed  on  implementing  the  provisions  of  the 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963?  which  has  now  been  in 
force  a  full  calendar  year.  This  has  meant  that  other  duties  have, 
to  some  extent,  been  curtailed,  which  was  inevitable  with  the  limited 
staff  available. 

Meat  inspection  at  the  eight  licensed  slaughterhouses  has  been 
maintained  at  100^  level,  involving  some  one  thousand,  six  hundred 
visits,  including  a  considerable  amount  of  inspection  undertaken  by 
the  health  officers  concerned  outside  normal  office  hours. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948;,  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  Local  Authority  to  arrange  for  the  burial  of  persons 
who  die  ’’without  means”.  Fortunately,  such  cases  do  not  occur  fre¬ 
quently,  but  call  for  prompt  action  when  notification  is  received. 

Three  cases  have  arisen  during  the  year. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  thanks  to  the  Chairman, 
Councillors  and  all  members  of  the  Staff  for  their  helpful  co-operation 
throughout  the  year.

The  work  of  carrying  out  the  inspection  of  dwelling  houses  within 
the  District  continued  throughout  the  year. 

During  the  period  under  review  forty- two  houses  were  made  fit ; 
whilst  nine  dwellings  v\rere  demolished.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there 
was  a  total  of  three  hundred  and  one  properties  on  the  Council’s  List 
of  Sub-Standard  Dwellings, 

A  total  of  nine  hundred  and  eight  visits  and  inspections  were  made 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  respect  of  housing  matters  generally.

The  implementation  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act 9  i960  continued  its  demands  throughout  the  period  under  review. 

This  necessitated  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  forty-five  visits  and 
inspections  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  together  with  a  great  deal 
of  office  and  s.dministrative  work. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  seventy-two  licensed  caravan  sites 
within  the  District ,  of  which  forty-nine  were  for  Residential  use  only, 
sixteen  for  holiday  purposes  only,  and  seven  mixed  sites. 

The  seventy- two  sites  provided  accommodation  for  some  one  thousand 
and  forty-seven  caravans  and.  approximately  three  hundred  and  sixty-five 
families  were  permanently  residing  on  these  sites  during  the  year.

Slaughterhouses 


The  eight  licensed  slaughterhouses  within  the  Rural  District 
were  in  continual  use  throughout  the  year ,  and  the  standard  of 
hygiene  of  these  premises  was  reasonably  well  maintained;  giving 
little  cause  for  criticism. 

Licences  were  issued  to  thirty- two  slaughtermen  to  slaughter 
animals  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals 
Acte,  1958°

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  period  under  review 
was  13,198.  In  order  to  maintain  one  hundred  per  cent  standard  of 
inspection;  in  accordance  with  the  Meat  Inspection  .Regulations,  19^3? 
a  total  of  1,631  visits  were  undertaken,  involving  inspections  each 
weekday  and  every  Sunday  throughout  the  year,  by  the  Public  Health 
Officers  concerned. 

There  is  a  very  strong  feeling  at  every  level  throughout  the 
Country  that  the  need  for  slaughtering  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays  is  no 
longer  warranted,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Ministry  concerned  will, 
in  the  near  future,  introduce  legislation  enabling  local  authorities 
to  control  such  practices.

Collection. 

Every  endeavour  is  made  to  comply  with  the  frequent  requests  for 
improved  collection  arrangement s ,  and  as  shown  in  the  statistics  given, 
all  quarterly  collections  have  now  been  eliminated,  and  an  additional 
weekly  service  has  been  arranged.  An  improvement  in  the  frequency  of 
collection  throughout  the  whole  area  is  considered  to  be  essential  and 
important,  and  although  the  number  of  vehicles  in  our  fleet  will  need 
to  be  increased,  our  ultimate  aim  must  be  a  weekly  collection  over  the 
whole  district. 


The  number  of  peemises  to  be  served  shows  a  steady  increase  year  by 
year,  and  there  is  a  considerable  increase  in  the  bulk  of  refuse  to  be 
collected.  The  actual  weight  of  refuse,  however,  checked  by  test  weigh¬ 
ings  over  a  period  of  two  months  was  found  to  be  less  than  previous  estimates. 

The  change  in  the  "bulk’*  of  refuse  may  be  accounted  for  by  modem 
methods  of  pre-packaging,  and  in  this  respect  considerable  quantities  of 
combustible  materials  are  separated  from  the  more  offensive  refuse  and 
burnt  under  strict  control  at  the  refuse  tip. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  ( cont . ) 
Collection  (cont. 


A  ’’kerbside”  collection  is  still  operated*  but  the  arrangement  already 
instituted  whereby  refuse  is  collected  from  the  house  in  certain  cases  by 
reason  of  age  or  infirmity*  and  upon  the  production  of  a  medical  certificate 
to  this  effect*  meets  a  very  real  need*  and  is  greatly  appreciated  by  those 
unfortunate  folk  who  are  unable  to  place  their  bins  at  the  kerbside  for 
clearance* 

Disposal  * 

Disposal  by  ’’  controlled  tipping”  continues  and  has  proved  most  satis¬ 
factory^  throughout  the  year  we  have  been  fortunate  in  procuring  covering 
material  from  builders  and  developers  in  reasonably  large  quantities. 

The  area  of  land  at  Hackney  Marshes  in  respect  of  which  Planning  Approval 
had  been  given  was*  however*  only  sufficient  to  serve  us  until  the  end  of 
the  year.  Permission  has  been  requested  to  use  a  further  two  acres*  which 
should  be  sufficient  for  the  coming  year. 

Ply  Infestation. 


All  possible  measures  are  taken  to  control  and  prevent  the  Mfly  menace. 
Spraying  with  insecticide  is  carried  out  daily  during  tipping  operations* 
also  at  week-ends  and  during  holiday  periods.  A  great  f-rjL  of  trouble  in 
this  respect  is  experienced*  however*  with  vast  numbers  of  flies  actually 
brought  to  the  dump  with  refuse.  It  cannot  be  too  strongly  stressed  that 
all  refuse  bins  should  not  only  be  of  proper  construction*  with  tightly 
fitting  lids*  but  should  be  so  maintained  that  refuse  is  kept  compact  and 
dry,  as  this  reduces  the  possibility  of  the  breeding  of  flies.  We  insist 
on  satisfactory  bins*  but  the  question  of  maintenance  exercised  by  house¬ 
holders  is  a  most  difficult  matter  to  control. 

Litter  Collection. 


Lay-bys  on  Trunk  Roads  and  on  Dartmoor  National  Park . 

It  was  decided  to  replace  a  number  of  unsightly  and  unsatisfactory 
oil  drums  by  litter  bins  constructed  in  compliance  with  suggestions  made 
by  a  sub-committee c 

Fifty  such  receptacles  of  concrete  tube  construction  with  metal 
container  locked  in  position  were  provided  throughout  the  district  and 
have  proved  to  be  a  great  success  in  the  matter  cf  remedying  the  litter 
problem. 

Throughout  the  year  these  bins  are  cleared  weekly*  but  during  the 
holiday  period*  June  to  September*  each  bin  is  cleared  twice  per  week* 
which  is  an  arrangement  made  at  the  request  of  the  Roads  Committee*  Devon 
County  Council. 
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Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 - 


Rodent  Control 


All  Council  owned  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  regularly  surveyed  and 
treated  as  necessary  * 

Sewerage  systems  throughout  the  district  have  "been  regularly 
inspected  and  test  baited.  Where  systems  are  proved  to  be  infested, 
maintenance  treatments  have  been  carried  out  with  most  satisfactory  results. 

The  Council’s  Refuse  Tip  has  been  given  regular  attention^  the 
necessary  baiting  has  been  carried  out,  and  infestation  reduced  to  a 
minimum , 

In  addition  to  the  above,  approximately  3,300  properties  have  been 
inspected,  necessitating  252  treatments  of  infested  premises. 


Scrap  Metal  Deal ers  Act,  1964 . 

The  above  Act,  which  came  into  force  on  1st  April,  1965?  repealed 
all  the  existing  legislation  relating  to  Marine  Store  dealers  and  Old 
Metal  dealers,  making  it  obligatory  for  all  such  dealers  to  be  registered 
with  the  Local  Authority,  The  Act  also  calls  for  the  keeping  of  ’’Records 
of  Dealings”,  which  is  a  provision  administered  by  the  Police. 

During  the  year  thirty  applications  for  registration  were  received. 


Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  19&3 

Administration  of  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act  continued. 
Seven  applications  for  licences  received  were  approved  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  standard  of  the  various  establishments  complied  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Act  which  is  intended  to  secure,  for  the  animals 
housed,  suitable  accommodation,  food,  drink  and  bedding,  also  all 
reasonable  precautions  against  infectious  disease  and  fire.
